LEADS IN SALES 


Sells Over Half of Eas 
In Missouri in 
Four Months 


By H. H. JAMES 

Kansas City, June 9.—Motor car 
registration figures for April, just 
compiled, reveal that General Mo- 
tors Corporation from January 1 
to April 30 this year sold more 
than one-half ef all the passenger 
cars registered in Missouri. 

The figures also reveal that, while 
the total number of registrations for 
the four-month period of this. year 
show a decrease of 8,233 cars, cars 
manufactured by General Motors 
had a gain of 2,790, the comparison 
being with the same period of 1927 

General Motors sales for April, as 
shown by the registration figures 
were 4,640 cars out of a total of 9.039 
for all makes in the state. For the 
four-month period the figure was 
18,158, with the total for all makes 
being 34,515. The comparative fig- 
ure for 1917 is 15,368 General Motors 
cars sold in the first four months of 
the year out of a total of 42,748 

In making a comparison of sales 
for the four-month period, against 
the same period of 1927, the entire 
loss in sales for the state is traced 
to the drop in Ford cars. While 
several of the other makes in the 
light car class have made gains, 
the total was not enough to make 
up for the Ford loss. In the four- 
month period of 1927 the Ford 

registration on new cars was 14,- 

660, while the figure this year is 

only 2,167. Chevrolet made a 

slight gain this year with 12,505 

for the period, against 12,384. 

Whippet registration jumped trum 
1,201 in 1927 to 2,238 for the year, 
with the April Whippet registration 
going to 740. The Essex gain was 
about 25 per cent., the figures being 
1593 in 1927 and 2,098 this year.

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New Jersey Wins 

EW JERSEY is to be congratulated. Motoring interests 

in that state have just won a notable victory, in the 

repeal of the Altman toll road law. This measure was passed 
at the winter session of the Legislature and had as its super- 
ficial] object the permitting of the construction of a toll road 
from Camden to Atlantic City. 

Whether the law was passed in good faith or not, is 
beside the point here. The fact is that after the Altman 
bill had become a statute of New Jersey it was found that 
it opened the way for the construction of toll roads almost 
anywhere in the state. Gov. Moore quickly recognized the 
danger and called a special session of the Legislature to 
repeal the law, which had been passed in the first place over 
his veto. 

It was the pressure brought to bear by the New Jersey 
automobile dealers’ organization and allied interests which 
forced the issue and brought about the repeal of the law. 
They have the heartiest congratulations of The Automotive 
Daily News for their winning fight, which was the more 
notable because of the sinister political-transportation in-| 
fluences that exist in New Jersey. ; 

Not long ago this newspaper chronicled the revival of 
toll road and toll bridge legislation in Washington. This) 
form of private exploitation of our highways had long been 
considered dead, but at the recent session of Congress it 
suddenly revived, backed by a powerful lobby, which pro- 
ceeded to get through a number of bills permitting private 
in-erests to build toll bridges and toll roads. 

This revival of an ancient iniquity deserves to be 
smashed wherever it appears. The automotive interests 
of New Jersey have shown how to do it, even in the face 
of legislation actually on the statute books. Every other 
state and every American citizen should take the lesson 
to heart.

history and with the new assembly 
plant in Berlin, Germany, now op- 
erating on full schedule. 

“The laboring classes, which for- 
merly were content with motorcycles 
with sidecar equipment, are no” 
buying automobiles since the light 
cars have been brought to their 
present state of development,” he 
says, “and every indication points 
to a coming use of motor cars in 
Europe which will be equivalent to 
the great general use of cars in 
America.” 

The increasing use of automobiles 
in Great Britain is reflected in the 
good roads programs which have 
been worked out. England now has 
arterial highways built along the 
same lines as those in America and 
there are excellent motor highways 
leading out of London to the coast. 

Sir William Letts is known as the 
British motor car authority who 
predicted, some three years ago, a 
change in the type of design fol- 
lowed by American manufacturers. 

Commenting on this change and 
the completely new types of cars 
which now make up American 
built light car production, he said, 
“It was clear to us in Great Brit- 
ain, three years ago, that America 
would have to pause long enough 
in its mass production schedules 
to readjust its methods of engi- 
neering and design to new de- 
mands. 

“The results of this readjustment 
have been evidenced not alone in 
America, but in Great Britain and 
all over Europe.
